Washington, Dec. 
3—Negotiations 
in the naval ratio question were prac­ 
tically at a standstill while Japanese 
delegates awaited further word from 
Tokio. 
By today the results of yesterday’s 
conference 
between tho 
principal 
American, British and Japanese dele­ 
gates were under study by the Japan­ 
ese cabinet and the diplomatic advi­ 
sory council. 
All 
indication* were 
that whatever haul been proposed as a 
means of bringing the United States 
and Japan together did 
not involve 
any abandonment of the 5-5-3 
ratio 
proposed by the United States and 
supported by Great Britain, but rather 
concerned other considerations which 
the Japanese regard as necessary to 
them. 
Chief among these are understood 
to be the question of further fortifica­ 
tion 
of the American liases in the 
Pacific which 
the Japanose wish 
to 
see checked. 
The relation of fortified 
bases is such to fleet ratio that there 
was suggestion the Japanese might 
regard the 5-5-3 proposal as not incon­ 
sistent with their stamlanl of national 
security if details 
regarding them 
could bt* arranged.

Adams is Eighth in Production 
in State. Raised Two Mil­ 
lion Bushels. 


Adams 
county 
farm ers raised an 
average yield of com this year, ac­ 
cording to estim ates made by L. H. 
Wible, statistician of the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
The aver- 
age yield for the entire state was 
46.3 bushels to the acre while th a t of 
the county was 46.4 bushels. 
There 
were 
44,577 
acres of 
county land 
planted in corn and the total yield 
was 2,068,373 bushels. 
T he area harvested for the state 
w as 1,287,676 acres, compared with 
1,294,800 acres last year; the average 
yield of 46.3 per acre this yearn com­ 
pares with 45.2 last year; the total 
production is estim ated at 59,637,425 
bushels compared with 58,504,265 bu­ 
shels last year. The average area for 
the past ten years wa* estim ated 
at 
1,469,930 acres, the average yield per 
acre 40.7 bushels and the average to­ 
tal production, 59,868,280 bushels. The 
average yield per acre this year was 
97 per cent of normal, and 5.6 bushels 
per acre better than the ten-year aver­ 
age.
